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COLONIZATION SOCIETIES. 

Some time ago it it was announced in the 
papers that of the three hundred colonization 
societies organized last winter, only seventeen 
had been able to meet their second payments 
which fell due on September 1st, and that the 
grants of those that had not been able to pay 
would be cancelled. This news was received 
with the most undisguised satisfaction by the 
papers on both sides of politics, and the Win- 
nipeg Times declared that the balance of the 
companies would not find the business s0 
lucrative as had been supposed. 

The companies which made their payments 
were: Dominion Land Colonization Co.; P. 
Purcell and others; Dustan, Scarth and 
others; Montreal & Western Co.; Dundee 
Land Investment Co.; Shell River Co.; Scot- 
tish, Ontario and Hamilton Co.; William 
Sharples and others; W. H. C. Meyer, P. V. 
Valin, Prince Albert Colonization Co.; York 
Farmer's Co.; Primitive Methodist Co.; Tem- 
perance Colonization Society; Farmer's North- 
West Land Co.; Alexander Scott and Timothy 
Hay; and E, A. J. Balfour.

Saskatchewan, 
This being the case, no matter how other 
places may be relieved by the failure of the 
societies, there is no relief for the people 
here. 

The papers generally in commenting on the 
failure of the societies to come to time, seem- 
ed to consider that the cAlonization policy was 
about to be abandoned and congratulated the 
country on the prospect. How much chance 
there is of this desirable conclusion being 
reached may be judged by the fact that the 
representatives of other societies were exam. 
ing land in this vicinity with a view to acquir- 
ing large tracts after and long after the Ist of 
September, when the policy was supposed to 
have received its death blow; and now it 
seems by the Monetary Times that the time 
for payment has been extended until the Ist 
of October, and no doubt those not able to 
pay at that time and who have any political 
influence that can be brought to bear will 
have the time further extended as long as 
their influence exists. 

It is becoming more and more apparent 
every day that these societies Were not started 
and are not run to colonize and develop the 
North-West, but as a means for transforming 
the land of the Canadian people into a huge 
bribery fund, The scheme was originated a 
short time before the late weneral elections 
and it is notorious that during the election 
men without capital or character, brains or 
patriotism in dozens and perhaps hundreds, 
who knew no more about the North-West on 
any means of colonizing it than they did 
about the moon or the way to get there, were 
working with might and main for the return 
of the ministry on the strength of assurances 
that they would receive nice little grants of 
five or six townships each in the North-West, 
should the ministry succeed at the polls. The 
proof of the character of the majority of the

| companies is seen in the fact that out of 300 


| only seventeen could make a second payment 
on their grants at the time required although 
the investment in many cases would yield 
hundreds per cent. on the money needed. 
But although they have not the money to pay 


some of them evidently have influence

here to the letter or spirit of their bargain. 
Had there been no political influence brought 
to bear, it is not supposable that the govern- 
ment would not have cancelled each and all 


|of these grants, for if a company is not in 


suflicient funds to meeta trifling payment on 
its land itis not in a position to bring out 
settlers and make improvements at a heavy 
outlay as was claimed to be their intention, 
and indeed was the only excuse that was 
offered for the existence of the companies. 
When it was once proven so conclusively that 
these companies were cither unable or un- 
willing to carry out their agreements it was 
the duty of the government as the guardian 
of the public interest to promptly sit on such 
swindles by cancelling their grants, so that 
the land held by them might become at once 
available for free settlement, or for other 
companies better able or more willing to fulfil

In one whole 
summer the seventeen companies with mil- 
lions of (subscribed) capital have only placed, 
perhaps, at the outside, one hundred families 
in the North-West, while the immigration of 
free settlers has during the same time amount- 
ed to tens of thousands. Even the Winnipeg’ 
Times, whose principles are to support the 
government once when right and twice when 
wrong is foreed to acknowledge in so many 
words the utter failure of these societies in 
the work which they were supposed to have 
been organized to accomplish. Will their 
grants be cancelled? There is not on any side 
the slightest hint that this will bedone. It is 
self-evident that the government which gives 
land to colonization companies that do not 
colonize, Which in fact hinder colonization 
more than any other one thing, must have 
some object besides the welfare of the coun- 
try in view, and that object it is only too evi- 
dent is the welfare of themselves and friends 
Without regard to that of the community 
Whose lands they hold in trust, : 


Even should the grants of the companies | 


that have failed in their payments be cancel- 
led, the evil effect of the system will not be 
reduced in similar proportion, Had the whole 
three hundred been able to qualify in every 
particular and the country been divided be- 
tween them which it must have been, the 
jealousies that would have arisen would have 
weakened their cause, and the fact that no 
land was left for the actual settler would have 
compelled an immediate conflict between set- 
tler and speculator, which could only have 
resulted in the defeat of the latter. As it is 
supposing the unpaid for grants to be can- 
celled the agony will be prolonged, and before 
public opinion has fairly awakened to the ne- 
cessity for their removal those remaining will

As to the companies whose grants take in 
Edmonton, the cheek which they display in 
calling themselves colonization societies is 
simply admantine. It would be asking too 
much of the credulity of an infant to believe 
that their intentions are otherwise than spec 
ulative. They are land grabbers pure and 
simple, who through superior influence with 
a corrupt government are enabled to avail 
themselves of the results of the labor of 
other and better men wherewith to line their 
pockets. 

The men composing the Edmonton compa- 
nies are amongst the most wealthy and influ- 
ential in Canada, they have the Dominion 
Government at their backs and it is little that 
a scattered handful of poor settlers can do 
against their piles of dollars and political in- 
fluence. But there is an old saying that the 
way to fight the devil is with fire. Pow- 
erful as these are there is another power in 
the Dominion incomparably greater, that is 
the C.P.R.Co., and to this we must look for 
speedy relief from the incubus of the coloni- 
zation societies. There is a special provision 
in the grants made to the societies that if at 


any time the C.P.R.Co. desires to run aline | 
through the district granted the grant lapses | 


and the land goes to the railway company.

THE FREIGHTERS. 


J, Norris, J. Macdonald and G. Kipling, ar- 
rived from Capelle on Monday evening last, 
naving left their carts, 33 in number, at the 
edge of the woods about 60 miles this side of 
Battletord. They came in for fresh horses 
and sleighs to help to bring in their freight. 

They left here on the 9th of September last 
and went by Hay Lakes, Flag Hill crossing of 
Battle River, Trampling Lake, which was 
swimming deep at the crossing, the Red 
Sandy Hills on the South Branch, the Last 
Mountain and Qu’Appelle to Capelle station, 
formerly Troy on the C.P.R. After leaving 
the line of woods near Sounding Lake, they 
got no wood until they got to Trampling 
Lake, then none until they reached Little 
Devil's Lake and again none until they came 
within five miles of the South Branch. At 
the river there was none on the 
plenty on the east side. In going down in the 
spring Norris took this road and took a skiff 
with him in which to cross the South Branch. 
When he came back he did not take it away, 
thinking to use it if he went down again,

atany rate they were unable to find it and 
were obliged to make a boat out of four cart 
wheels and a wagon cover with which to take 
the dunnage and grub across. The making 
of the boat and crossing delayed the party a 
day and a half, 

It might be worth while to explain here 
how a boat is made out of such simple ma- 
terials as four or two cart wheels and a wag- 
on cover, or four beef hides sewed together. 
To make atwo wheel boat, which is the size 
ordinarily used, a pair of wooden Red River 
‘art Wheels are taken off and laid close to- 
gether with the hubs on the ground and the 
rims dishing upwards, 
the better. Five poles as straight as possible 
are then procured. Two of these are tied to 
the rims of the wheels, one on each side, so 
as to keep the wheels together and form the 
sides of the boat. Twoshorter polesare then 
tied on to the rim of each wheel, the ends 
crossing and being tied to the ends of the 
pair of poles first put on, the four poles thus 
making the four sides of a square or rather a 
paralellogram and forming the gunwales of 
the boat. The wheels are then turned over 
the dish side down and the fifth pole is tied 
lengthwise on the two hubs and this forins 
the keel. The wayon cover, if there is one 
good enough, is then laid over the boat as it 
lies bottom upwards. The boat is turned 
over and the sides of the wagon cover are 
drawn over the sides and ends of the boat 
and securely fastened. It then receives a 
good coat of tallow to make it waterproof, a 
few willows or some boards are laid on the 
spokes of the wheels which form the bottom 
of the boat, to keep any part of the cargo

Courtepatte, and ten belonging to two halt- 
breeds of Qu’Appelle, who had five oxen be- 
sides their horses. As it was getting late in 
the season they decided to come by Battle- 
ford, by which route they could get wood all 
the way, instead of by the plain road, where 
they would hrve to carry wood for a week at 
a stretch. 

Everything went well, the weather was fine 
and they made good time until they arrived 
at the Indian farm in the Eagle hills, near 
Battleford, on the 26th of October, Snow 
began to fallthen and the Qu’Appelle men, 
unable to push on with their oxen, remained 
at the Indian farm. The rest pushed on 
through Battleford and westward, but made 
slow progress. Snow fell and the weather 
was very stormy for over two weeks. The 
snow was a little soft in the day time, but the 


nights were cold and a heavy crust was at | 


last formed, They kept the loose stock ahead 
of the train to break a track, but although 
every endeavor was used they were only able 
to make sixty or seventy miles in fifteen days 
of hard travelling. This brought them to the 
edge of the plain, twenty miles east of Black- 
foot coulee, but the snow on the plain was so 
deep—about two feet—and the crust so hard, 
that they were obliged to give up. Their

wagon cover as they are not so easily torn, | 


and will keep out the water better. For such 
a boat as has been described two large or four 
small hides would be necessary. These would 
bave to be soaked in water to soften them 
then sewed curefully together so as to make 
one large sheet, then put on the same as the 
wazon cover, with the flesh side out, then 
well tallowed to make the boat slip easier and 
to keep out the water. When crossing small 
narrow streams such boats are drawn across 
and back by lines fromthe shore but at the 
south Branch they are paddled across by four 
men. A good two wheel boat will carry a 
cart load at a trip, but it does not by any 
means form a safe or cheerful conveyance. 
Sometimes they are taken across by fastening 
them to ahorse’s tail with aline and making 
him swim across towing the boat after him, 
aman holding on to his mane and swimming 
alonyside to see that he does not turn back. 

The river was low when the party crossed, 

with the sand bars exposed on each side so 
that the horses did not have much more than 
a hundred yards to swim. After leaving the 
south Branch the party had wood for half a 
day, but after thet they had no wood for two 
days anda half, then there was wood for the 
balance of the way to Capelle. There are 
three bogyy ereeks to cross which flow into 
the Long Lake and the country near them is 
ull of alkali and very soft in wet weather, but 
it Was dry enough when they passed down. 
From South Branch to Capelle took five days 
and trom Edmonton to Capelle 
days altowether. 

The railroad track which was but little past 
Flat Creek when the same parties went down 
in the spring was now over a hundred miles 
west of Capelle, and trains were passing at 
all hoursof the day and night. The country 
Was apparently settled up, where in the spring

the prairie was bare. There was not much 
of a building boom in the town, the C.P.R. 
station and McLane’s boarding house being 


the principal houses. McLane, of Sinclair 
& McLane ran a daily stage from there to the 
H.B.Co, town of Qu’Appelle, fourteen miles 
distant. Regina seemed to be the principal 
attraction for speculators and every day train 
loads of people went out to see it. It is to be 
the end of the third division of the C.P.R. 
West, as Broadview is of the second and Bran- 
don of the first. 

Norris and Macdonald took a freight train 
for Winnipeg on the evening of the day of

the balance of the party set out for Edmon- 
ton. They packed their provisions and 
blankets on their horses and started out, 
walking in Indian file in front of the horses, 
breaking the road for them. They were 
obliged to bandage their horses’ legs to pre- 
vent the crust from cutting them. They 
proceeded in this way, the snow and crust 
remaining about the same, until they got 
half a day’s travel this side of Grizzly Bear 
coulee. From there the crust got lighter 
and the snow shallower until they reached 
the closed up plain. From that point there 
Was no crust and the snow got shallower all 
the way to Edmonton, At the closed up 


plain they passed three Brothers bound for | 


St. Albert Mission. On Sunday morning they 
met G. Norris, who had pone out to meet 
them, and taking fresh horses trem there 
they came in quickly, arriving on the even 
ing of their eleventh day after leaving the 
carts. They expect to start back for the 
freight to-day.
